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PREFACE. 


(Jreat men of learning and authori- 
ty seem to have recognised that 
morality, health, and happiness 
depend very largely upon men’s true 
and right knowledge of the Sexual 
Science. Sanchez, in his celebrated 
book on ‘ Matrimony’ writes plainly 
and earnestly upon this subject. 
Luther and the other religious refor- 
mers of the Hindys, the Mohamadang, 
and others did not neglect the sacred 
questions of sex relations and sexual 
hygiene. 


In olden times there was no scien- 
tific investigation in this unexplored 
field. Ignorance darkened and dis- 
torted the subject. Now a_ days, 
gradually, this sane teaching among 
the young is being recognised by 
parents, religious teachers, doctors 
and school masters of this country. 
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We are now slowly realising the 
importance and necessity of attaining 
this knowledge of the sex. Books 
for young men of the marriageable 
age are written by fomous -authors, 
who recognise and understand the 
trend of public sentiment in this 
direction. in France the eminent 
Fere has made a valuable book on 
Sexuvlogy; Prof. |won Bloch is a well 
known German investigator, Prof. 
Forel of Zurich, Earl Liederman of 
New York and Dr. Trall of England 
have written masterly volumes on 
the subject. 


_My main object in writing these 
series of sex books is simply to place 
before my young friends the true 
significance of sexual life in the clear- 
est way possible, and in a very cheap 
and handy edition. 
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When the parents have any know- 
ledge of digestion they try to impart 
it to their children as early in life as 
they are able to understand them for 
the good and betterment of them. 
They instruct their children good 
manners, and teach them other useful 
things concerning hygiene and phy- 
siology. The boys receive similar 
teachings in the school. But it isa 
pity that the most vital subject of all 
t.e.' Sex’ is totally left sight of; and it 
is knowingly kept a secret from them. 


If every man receives a knowledge 
of the sexual organs and their func- 
tions, he would certainly fee] a real 
respect for manhood and womanhood. 
If all secrecy were made clear toa 
boy there would remain no more 
curiosity in his mind in its connection. 
In India and many other places some- 
times children of both the sexes play 
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together and bathe together quite 
nude and nacked. They then see one 
another's outward sex organs which 
do not at all excite their curiosity, 
because to them they have become 
as common place things as the other 
features and limbs of their body. It 
is only when a subject is shrouded in 
mystery and secrecy that curiosity 
and inquisitiveness are aroused. 

This tendency of the parents and 
teachers has been excusable during 
the past years as there was a general 
ignorance of the fundamental facts. 
But now there is no longer'this excuse, 
as the facts have become known, and 
there are many books available which 
guide the parents and the teachers in 
these subjects, ‘to show what to tell, 
when to tell, and ‘how to tell the 
growing children, the so called hopes 
of the country. to enable them to 
become good parents in the world.

Without knowledge on the parts of 
the parents and the teachers it will 
be impossible to impaat proper know- 
ledge to the children when they ask 
for it, and put questions in ‘its con- 
nection. If the noble purpose of sex 
is understood, if the part played by 
the sex and the sexual organs upon 
our daily life is appreciated, there 
will absolutely be no fear of these 
organs and their functions being 
prostituted or abused in passing 


pleasures.

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Sothat there may be a better under- 
standing and appreciation of the 
Sexual Science, the knowledge of 
the various organs of sex is essential. 


Sexual Organs in the male consist of 
Penis, 
Testicles, 
Vas deferens & Spermatic cords, 
Seminal Vesicles, 
Prostate Glands, and 
Cowper’s Glands. 
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The penis and the testicles are the 
only organs of reproduction that most 
of the youths and men known about. 


The penis is the male organ of 
copulation for purpose of female 
impregnation. It is made up chiefly 
of muscles, fibrous and spongy tissues, 
blood vessels, nerves and skin. It is 
much longer than it is supposed 
from its external appearance, as it 
extends backward. for some inches 
into the body. In a flaccid condition 
it is cylinderical'in shape, but when 
erect assumes the form of a triangular 
prism with rounded angles. 


THE SIZE OF THE PENIS. 


The size of the penis differs greatly 
in different men and different races. 


Among the Arabs it is generally 
seven inches in Jength, and more than 
13 inches in diameter when erect. 
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Among the Negroes of Africa, the 
body of a man is of nedium size, but 
his penis is very long, its usual! tength 
being about nine or ten inches in 
erection. The testes too are cor- 
respondingly big. Circumcision is 
practised in most of the tribes there. 


Among the Punjabies, the penis is 
of a medium size, the average length 
being about 6 inches, and thickness 
about one inch and a half when erect. 


Among the Jews, and Mohamadans, 
on account of the circumcision pract- 
isedthe glands penisis generally har- 
der and thicker than others, where it 
is not practised. 


Sometimes a man with a large and 
well developed body may have com- 
paratively asmall penis, while a small 
man may have a large one. 
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PARTS OF THE PENIS. 


It is composed of three cylinderical 
masses and one top glans. 


CORPUS CAVERNOSUM PENIS (or 
CC. Penis.) There aretwo U.C Penis 
which form a greater part of the penis. 
They end abruptly in a _ rounded 
extremity below the glans. 


These two mases are surrounded 
by astrong fibrous envelope consisting 
of superficial and deep tibers. The 
superticial fibres are longitudinal in 
direction, and form asingle tube which 
encloses both of them. The deep 
fibres are arranged circularly round 
each C. C. Pents

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The conjoined C C. Pents and the 
C.C Urethra are bound together by 
fibrous tissue and covered with skin. 


THE URETHRA—Throughout the 
length of the C. C. Urethra runs the 
Urethra of Urinary canal up to the 
bladder. This is also an important 
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part of the sexual organ. Its entire 
length in the adult is generally 8 or 
9inches. Its course has a double 
curve in the drooping state, but in the 
erect condition it forms only a single 
curve, the concavity of which is direc- 
ted upward. (See Fig. 4 on page 31). 


THE GLANS.—Is at the upper 
extremity of the three cylindrical 
masses explained above, and is 
covered by the fore-skin. It is coni- 
cal in shape, being a little flat at the 
base. All round this base there exist 
a number of glands, the secretions 
of which require constant care and 
cleanliness. Any uncleanliness might 
cause irritation and inflammation. In 
order to keep these parts clean, you 
should pull the fore-skin (prepuce) 
back, thus uncovering the base of the 
glans and wash it well with water 
every day. The skin of the glans is 
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very sensitive. This portion should 
never be exposed or touched except 
for washing purposes. Eighty percent 
of the complaints of young men will 
at once stop if they make it a point 
to thoroughly wash the organ by 
slowly uncovering the fore-sein from 
over the glans. 


The flatness of the glans at the 
base is very important as it prevents 
the organ from slipping out of the 
vagina during the intercouse. Among 
dogs, this elastic portion of the glans 
becomes proportionately flatter and 
hardens like a bone in the vagina 
during intercourse. Thus its slippiog 
out of the genitals of the bitch 
becomes utterly impossible during 
the act of coitus, and even for some- 
time after the ejaculation. Forcible 
attempts at separation often greatly 
injure the vulva. 
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We also find that nature has pro- 
vided the glans-penis a special elasti- 
city and has covered it with a delica- 
te membrane so that it may not strike 
hard against the uterus, and thereby 
cause injury to it, when stiff like a 
bone, during coitus. 


The bulk of the penis is made up of 
fibres that produce separate meshes 
or cell like open spaces. At several 
points of it enter the arteries which 
carry blood from thé heart, and also 
there are veins which carry blood 
back to the general circulation. 


The actual cause of erection of the 
penis during excitement is that the 
blood from the arteries enters into 
these meshes, and then by involuntry 
muscular action it is prevented from 
escaping out of them as quickly as it 
enters. A muscle extends from the 
pubic bone to the roots of the penis 
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within the body. During excitement 
it contracts and compresses these 
roots and prevents the blood from 
escaping from the organ, and thus 
helps to cause and sustain erection. 


The whole organ thus becomes ex- 
tremely hard and swells almost to 
bursting point, as far as its physical 
fitness is concerned, it is able to 
penetrate the vagina in whatever 
condition it may be. 


In this hard and rigid condition it 
makes an angle of about 60 degrees 
with the abdomen and exhibits the 
up and down throbbing movements, 
which if is greatly excited, actuate 
it even tostrike against the abdomen. 


But this state of affairs and does 
not exist among infants as there is 
only a small increase in blood pres- 
sure during erection. Hence the 
erection among infants reaches its 
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maxmimum when the baby organ 
makes an angle of 90 degrees. 

Wecannot help praising the mas- 
terful hand of nature when we look 
to the make and arrangement of the 
prepuce and the loose flesh of the 
scrotum, which contains the festes. 

The prepuce is so very elastic and 
mobile that it allows the organ to 
expand and contract without any 
sort of hindrance in its way. It is 
neither too tight norrtoo loose over 
the glans. When the organ swells to 
its utmost capacity during excitement 
the prepuce being insufficient to 
cover the whole glans, the red portion 
of its front begins gradually to come 
out of its fold. 

We also find that the surplus skin 
of the scrotum, which was hanging 
down, sometimes even lower than the 
penis, or was wrinkled around the 
testes before erection, has whole of

it now been utilised by the penis. 
The two testes thus being pulled up, 
now stand just at the root of the 
organ with their scrotal surface 
greatly smoothened of the wrinkles. 
The scrotum, therefore, we see, has 
the double purpose to serve, firstly it 
covers the testes and keeps them 
safe from all types of injuries, and 
secondly it supplies its surplus skin 
to the penis at the needed hour. 


RESPECTABILITY OF THE 
MALE SEX ORGAN. 

Its respectability is quite clear from 
the very fact that everywhere a large 
number of names has been given to 
it. The French as well asthe Latin 
Literatures have hundreds of names 
for it. Likewise the languages used 
in India are rich in them. 

In piden times the image of the 
male organ and the external part of 
the female sex organ were the most 
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popular talismans, worn by both men 
and women as amulets. People 
believed them to be very useful instru- 
ments in bestowing virility or fruitful- 
ness upon the wearers. 

The male organ moreover iS an 
object of worship among many of the 
religions of the world. In India among 
the Hindus, it is an object of reverence, 
and is commonly termed as ‘Shive- 
lingam’. f 

The T-shaped cross (the sacred Tau,) 


was an Egyptian sign of creation and - 


generation long before the church 
adopted it as a sign of salvation. It is 
expressive of the junction of sex 
organs— the handle symbolizing the 
female organ, and the cross (Tau) the 
male organ. Such crosses are com- 
monly seen in the hands of the gods 
and deities throughout the Nile 
country. 

Mr, Frand, a oraat nevehnlociast, is of 


OU 
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one of the signs of the male sexual 
organ. We also find that fish is 
regarded a sacred being by the 
Budhists, Egyptians, Hindus and many 
others. 

The word ‘rod’ is used in the Old 
Testament as sign of reproduction. 
‘‘ And there shall come forth a rod out 
of the tem of Jesse and a Branch shall 
grow out of his root.”’ 

The importance attached to this 
organ is also clear from the fact that 
in ancient times there was a general 
custom among the people to place one 
hand on the sexual! parts, while taking 
an oath, thus emphasizing the sacred- 
ness and respectability of the organ. 
Abraham commanded his servant, 
«Put, I pray thee, thy hand under 
thigh” (Genesis XXIV, 1—9), and the 
servant swore on his testes. Dr. Rem- 
ondino says, ‘‘At the time of taking an 
oath, an ancient Egyptian ratsed his 
circumcised organ in token of sincerity.” 
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In the Hindu Temples of Mahadeva 
there is the representation of the male 
and the female organs producing life. 


Pythagoras was compelled to submit 
to circumcision before he was admitt- 
ed to study in the Egyptian temple. 


Thus it is quite clear from above 
that the knowledge of the sex organs, 
which has so far been discarded and 
disregarded, should in fact be respec- 
ted and appreciated. 


2. THE TESTICLES OR TESTES 


They are twoin number. They are 
the most important of the male sex 
organs. The testes are situated in the 
scrotum, being suspended by the 
spermatic cord. They secrete semen, 
in which the spermatozoa or germ 
cells are formed. During foetal life 
when the child is in the womb, the 
testicles are placed in the abdominal 
cavity, but a month or two before 
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_birth they descend into their respec- 
tive external purses called Scrotum, 
in which they remain normally 
throughout life. 

Sometimes it so happens that the 
testicles do not descend at all, and the 
child appears to be without the testi- 
cles, the scrotums hanging like loose 
bags with nothing in them. As the 
further production of children depends 
upon the presence of testicles, the 
parents, therefore should deem it their 
duty to see that the pair of testicles, 
are present in every new born male 
child, and if they are absent, to seek 
the medical help atonce. 

Undescended testicles have often 
been the cause of mental derange- 
ments as well. Kisch gives us an 
example of a young man of eighteen, 
who was sent the second time to the 
lunatic asylum. He was very violent 
in his actions. On examination it was 
found that one of his testicles was in 
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the groin, though it gave him no’ 
trouble. It was suggested to remove 
that testicle from there. The opera- 
tion was performed successfully under 
chloroform. Soon after this operation 
the boy was cured of his mental der- 
angement. He never showed any 
sign of this trouble afterwards in his 
life, passed an examination with dis- 
tinction, and later on married happily. 
Thus we see how the misplaced testi- 
cles decide the future misery or happi- 
ness of a man’s life. . 

It is said that there are people who 
possess more than two testicles, and 
feel proud of having them in a greater 
number. They are not aware that 
such a state of affairs is unnatural, and 
that they are diseased ones. They 
should rather seek the help of expert 
medical men. 

They consist really of two parts :— 
the testicles, and epididymis. 

Each testicle is normally 1! inches 
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long, 14 inches from front to back, 
and one inch from side to side. Their 
weight varies from 6 to 8 drachms. 
Infact the weight, the volume, and the 
length and breadth differ in different 
individuals, and vary considerably 
even in the same individual in dif- 
ferent conditions. Their size is no 
accurate test of a man’s fertility and 
sexual vigour. One thing is certain 
that in a sexually strong man, they 
are generally firm and elastic, while 
the testicles of persons sexually weak 
are flabby and flimsy. Very big 
testicles are not a sign .of greater 
amount of sex power; but on the other 
hand testes much below the average 
size to indicate a stunted growth of 
the sex organs along with low degree 
of vitality. The left testicle is slightly 
longer and heavier than the right one, 
and therefore hangs a little lower. If 
one testicle is destroyed or injured 
before puberty, the other one may 
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develop toa wuch larger size than 
given above. The testicles have a pe- 
culiar sensitiveness to blows, produc- 
ing a sickening sensation when struck. 
Inside the testicle is divided into

are formed 
by fibres 
joined’ to 
the dense 
outer cover- 
ing. In these 
compart- 
ments are 
fine coiled 
small tubes 
that ulti- 
mately reach 
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the back side one quarter of the gland, 
where they cross each other, and 
emerge in about a dozen tubes, which 
go upward, and form dense spiral] coils 
and enter into one single tube. All 
these coils packed fairly close together 
form a sort of bunch known as globus 
major (1). 

The single tube now runs down- 
ward, back of the testicle, known as 
the tube of Epididymis (2). It partly 
covers the testicle above and borders 
it behind. At the bottom of the tes- 
ticle it again becomes a coiled mass 
and forms another bunch known as 
globus minor (3). The tubes in each 
testicle have been estimated to be 
from two to five thousand feet in 
length. Encyclopedia on Medicines 
describes testicles as follows: “Testi- 
cles are the two glands in the male, 
which form the spermatozoa or male 
elements, which fertilise the female 
element or ovum, and from which a 
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child develops. Theyare oval bodies 
about 14 inches long, 1 inch wide, and 
2 inch thick. Each testicle is covered 
with a strong fibrous coat. It con- 
sists essentially of from 800 to 1000 
minute tubes, within which the sper- 
matozoa are formed. These are 
gathered up by the epedidymis, a 
long convoluted tube which is con- 
tinued as the more’ or less straight 
tube that leads into the urethra or 
urinary passage. The length of these 
tubes from the testicles to the urethra 
is about twenty feet.” 


Every male child inherits a number 
of male elements known as sperma- 
tozoa from his very birth. In very 
rare cases we find men, whose semen 
though looking normally healthy, and 
discharged in a sufficient quantity 
contains no spermatozoa at all. Such 
men although quite fit to perform a 
full sexual intercourse, are quite 
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unable to produce children. It is 
believed that such things appear only 
when a person has not inherited any 
male element at the time of his birth. 


3. VAS DEFERENS. 


From the globus minor runsa single 
tube, directly upward. There it is 
called the vas deferens (No. 5 in the 
last fig:) [t is evlindrical in form, 
heing of about the size of the lead of 
a pencil in thickness. It is hard and 
cord-like to touch and usually about 
2feetin length. It forms an outlet 
for thesemen at the time of discharge; 
hence anv obstruction of it, through 
any cause may lead to impotency. 
The was deferens together with 
arteries, veins and nerves is called 
the Spermatic Cord. The left cord is 
generally longer than the right, which 
causes the left testicle to hang some- 
what lower than the right. 
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4. SEMINAL VESICLES.

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The Seminal! Vesicles are a pair of 
labulated pouches situated near the 
base of the bladder. They serve as 
reservoirs for the seminal secretion, 
and also contribute an alkaline secre- 
tion of their own to increaseits bulk. 
Each vesicle is a sort of coiled tube, 
with many coils or compartments. The 
length of Seminal Vesicles is about 2 
inches, and their width about half 
an inch. 


Unnatural sexual practices may 
greatly irritate or inflame the seminal 
vesicles resulting in much aching or 
pain or discomfort with the pelvis or 
cause night discharges to be more 
frequent than normal. 


5 Prostate Gland. 


It is normally aboubt the size and 
shape of a chestnut, and is moderately 
firm, yet by no means hard. Itisa 
muscular gland surrounding the 
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urethra at the neck of the bladder. 
It secretes a milky fluid. Its function is 
principally sexual, and the gland is 
not essential to urination. It does not 
develop fully till after puberty. It is 
now generally believed that the phv- 
siological function of the prostate is 
almost exclusively a sexual one. The 
former idea of the prostate aiding in 
the control of the bladder, and in the 
expelling of the urine is now given 
up. It is now believed that by the 
contraction of its muscular walls, it ' 
helps in the ejaculation of the semi- 
nal fluid. 

Among men over forty the prostate 
generally enlarges and sometimes 
hinders in the function of urination. 
This increase of the gland often causes 
irritation, and a false sexual desire, 
It is on this account that many 
unhappy marriages between the old 
men and young girls come into 
existence, which generally prove 
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disastrous in the long run. 

Some medical men of the United 
States have highly advocated the 
massage of the prostate with a finger 
inserted through the anus for curing 
the false sexual appetite and also the 
desire to masturbate. 


6. THE COWPER’S GLANDS. 


The Cowper’s glands are. sinall, 
rounded bodies about the size of peas 
lying alongside the urethra, just 
below the prostate, and are surround- 
ed by fibers of the muscles, that coin- 
press the urethra, for aiding -in 
urination or ejaculation, also helping 
to maintain erection. ‘Che derivation 
of the name is from one Mr. Cowper, 
who first clearly demonstrated them. 
They furnish asmali quantity, amoun- 
ting to about a half dozen drops or 
more, of a clear, sticky secretion for 
lubricating the urethra preparatory 
to the sexual act, or during sexual 
e~citement. The male urethra is the 
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outlet not only of the semen but also 
of the urine. The latter is acid in its 
reaction, and as the spermatozoa die 
by acid of any kind, the alkaline 
secretion from the Cowper’s Glands 
neutralises any acid that may remain 
in the Urethra, thus protecting the 
spermatozoa in the male generative 
organs. These glands diminish in 
size in advanced age. | 

Some writers are of opinion that 
urination by the husband into the 
vagina of the wife just after sexual 
intercourse is an easy and sure way 
of destroying the spermatozoa ejacu- 
lated therein, and thus preventing 
conception. The practice is most 
dirty and repugnant, and is not liked 
by anvone. (Fora detailed informa- 
tion on the prevention of conception 
see my book FaMILy LIMITED). 

A few drops of the sécretion from 
the Cowper’s Glands may appear 
whenever there is strong and prolong- 
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ed sexual excitement, even when the 
sex act is not contemplated. The 
occasional appearance of this sticky 
secretion under sexual excitemen, has 
often caused worry to young men, 
who have not known its significance. 
They may have been led to believe 
that they. were losing a vital fluid, as 
quacks say in their misleading adver- 
tisements. I[t should be made clear, 
therefore, that this preliminary secre- 
tion from the Cowper's Glands is a 
natural and common state of affairs 
during sexual excitement, and not at 
all any sign of disease. 


THE SEMINAL FLUID. 


At the moment the semen is ejacu- 
lated from the Seminal Vesicles, the 
milky fluid of the Prostate mixes with 
it, these fluids together and that from 
the Cowper’s Glands forming the 
Seminal Fluid: This fluid: has a pecu- 
-liar odour, and contains a number of 
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elements, the most important of which 
are spermatozoa. These are very 
small living gerins with triangular 
heads, and whip-like tails. They can 
be seen only with the help of a power- 
ful microscope. 


There is some wrong belief preva- 
lent among the people that so long 
asa man is capable of performing 
the sexual act, and has an ejaculation 
he is capable of producing children. 
There is no doubt that spermatazoa 
are present in the semen of old men 
also, but they are very different from 
those found in the semen of the young 
and healthy men. The germs are 
half as shorter and fewer in number 
than in a healthy young man. 


Fertility depends upon the number 
and vitality of these tiny insects. It 
has been estimated that upward of 
thirty million spermatozoa are given 
out by a normally healthy man in one 
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intercourse. These germs may be 
totally absent in a semen after too 
much sexual practice. Liegeois 
examined the semen of a boy who 
had indulged in excessive intercourse 
for more than a week, say three or 
four times a day, and found that his 
semen had no male germs. But after 
a few days’ abstinence these germs 
again returned in his semen, in a 
countless number. Their vitality is 
amazing. Within the genital tract of 
the female they may retain their 
vitality for several weeks. Even after 
death of the male they have been 
found alive four days after death. 
They require an alkaline medium for 
life; even weak acid fluids will kill 
them. 


Nearly all men expect or hope 
sometime in life tomarry and produce 
children. They do not think the 
question of whether or not the children 
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might be happy to have been brought 
into the world, or whether they will 
have asecret hatred for their parents 
because of low vitality, or weakly 
develloped capacities, because their 
parents did not have them to give to 
them, because one or both of their 
parents were diseased, or otherwise 
unsuited, at least at the time they 
had sex play for parenthood. Infact 
most children are not planned for at 
all; they come as accidents, and often 
at the time of lowest health, strength 
and vitality of their parents. 


Mv dear reader, your health to day 
largely decides the health of your 
children of the future; and if you 
produce inferior children, you are 
helping to produce an inferior race 
and to that extent you deserve their 
contempt. 


Now for your own sake, for the sake 
of your children, and moreso for the 
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sake of the futurerace you should not 
enter in any sex act if the number of 
spermatozoa in your semen is lessen- 
ed or their vitality is lowered in any 
way. The defect may be due to old 
age, or the evil practice of Masturba- 
tion. For persons of such low vitalities 
I would very strongly suggest and 
recommend the use of Steno’s Gold &

INTERNAL SEXUAL SECRETION 
(HORMONE. ) 


It is as important as the Seminal 
Fluid, nay the Horinone is even more 
vital to the individuals. Aman may 
be sterile t.e. unfit of fertilizing a 
woman, and still be possessing a fine 
body of good physique, and ‘equally 
vigorous mentality. If the hormone 
is deficient in quality or quantity or 
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is absent. the man possesses certain 
physical qualities of a woman He 
tends towards narrow shoulders and 
broad hips, rounded breasts, lack of 
beard, layers of fat underneath the 
skin instead of a more muscular deve- 
lopment, a high pitched voice and 
effaminate features.
